French Regulations Held Too Strict. 


Wilson's Comment. 


Washington, May 2. — "A very in- 


significant quantity, of American meat 
is exported to France," said Secretary 
Wilson of the department of agricul- 
ture, commenting on fae French re- 
jection of the new form of meat cer- 
tificate under the United States pure 
food law. "The regulations against our 
meats are so strict that it does not 
pay American shippers to enter the 
trade. Some time ago we abandoned 
the microscopic examination of meats 
which, primarily, was undertaken to 
satisfy the German market. 
After a 


while it appeared that the German gov- 
ernment was conducting its own mi- 
croscopic examination, thus putting 
American meat exporters to the ex- 
pense of two such exaf linations. We 
concluded, thereiore.rcu .discontinue 
the microscopic v/ork here."

Ninety-four men went to work in the 
mine, but 30 of the men left the mine 
before the explosion and 53 others 
made their escape by the second shaft. 


Hinton, W. Va., May 2.—An exp' >• 


sion in the Whipple coal mine at 
Scarbro, Fayette county, entombed 
cbout 40 men. There were morj than 
90 men in the mine at the time of 
the accident. 


Fifty of the miners were able ta 


crawl to the air shaft and climb out of 
the emergency stairway to the sur- 
face. Many of them were slightly and 
some seriously injured, but all will re- 
cover. 


The cage and shaft was damaged, 


but was in operation soon afterward, 
and the work of taking out the bodies 
will continue. The cause of the ex- 
plosion is not known, but was prob- 
ably the result' of the firing of hsavy 
shot at the face of the workings. 


Among the known dead are: Ed 


Smith, Erastus Willey, Arnold Kelly. 
Charley Burgess, Raleigh Tucker, Hud 
Burgess, Ed Melton and G. W. tem- 
per, all white, and Will Hump, colored. 
The names of the others can not be 
learned. Among them are a number 
of Italians. Ed Melton was taken out 
of the mine alive, but died on reaching 
the surface. 


The Whipple mine IB located within 


two miles of the Stuart mine, which 
exploded on Jan. 29, killing 80 men. 
Both mines are owned by the White 
Oak Fuel company. The mine is one 
of the best equipped in this field, and 
has always been considered safe. 
Charleston, W. Va., May 2.—-Late 


reports from the Whipple mine in Fay- 
ette county are that every one of the 
64 miners in the shaft when the ex- 
plosion occurred are 
accounted for, 


and the death list reaches twelve.

Mayor Mesa of Santiago, who 


has arrived here, reported to Governor 
Magoon that another conflict, caused 
by a sailor attacking a woman m a 
disoiderly house, occurred on Sunday. 
The police were summoned to arrest 
the man, and the sailors and marines 
in nearby saloons ^vent to the rescue 
of their comiade. The mayor adds 
several men were injured on both 
sides. 


Police^ Captain Lay, who is alleged 


tc have led the attack on the sailors, 
the mayor declared, was an officer of 
long service and excellent character, 
and it was most unlikely he would re- 
sort to violence except in extreme 
emergencies.

The 
following provisions are of special in- 
terest: "All primary elections to be 
held on the first registration day for 
all elections. A special primary elec- 
tion to be h^old every fourth year, be- 
ginning with the year 190S, on the 
first Tuesday.in the month of Febru- 
ary, to elect delegates to a national 
convention for the nomination of can- 
didates for president and vice presi- 
dent of the United States. At such 
elections voters may have placed upon 
the ballot the names of candidates for 
president and vice president for whom 
they desire to express their prefer- 
ence. At every primary election for 
the nomination of candidates for mem- 
bers of the general assembly, whose 
fluty it will be to elect a TJnited States 
senator, voters may have placed upon 
their ballot the name of the candidate 
for United States senator for whom 
they desire to express their prefer- 
ence."
